Assemblymen Evenly Split On Pension Boost

SACRAMENTO, (lP—Relief, pensions, unemployment insurance—those 
are three of the most vital problems to be studied by the 1939 legislature. 
Unemployment relief has grown to alarming proportions, with $101,- 
000,000 being appropriated in the past four years and another $19,000,000 
of $20,000,000, to be required early in January from the legislature to 
finish the fiscal year through June 30. State Controller Harry Riley es- 


timates $30,350,000 will 
for relief from December through 
August. 

The average monthly cost of re- 
lief in California has been $2,900,000 
during the present biennium as 
compared to about $2,000,000 for the 
previous two years. The cost for the 
fiscal year 1938 was 43 per cent 
more than 1937 and the first five 
months of the present fiscal year— 
up to Nov. 30—were 47 per cent over 
the same five months of last year. 

This huge relief expense is likely 
to go higher if the WPA continues 
its reduction program. About 5,000 
WPA workers were lopped off up to 
Dec. 15, forcing many back on the 
state SRA rolls, and raising the re- 
lief cost some $175,000 per month. 
Winter months always contribute 
heavily to the relief case load and 
hundreds of migrants are complet- 
ing their legal residence to obtain 
relief. Hard-pressed counties will 
bring pressure on the legislature for 
continuation of state aid for re- 
lief. 


Governor-elect Culbert L. Olson 
plans on a tentative releief budget 
of at least $70,000,000, which will in- 
clude sufficient funds to set up 
the self-help cooperatives he thinks 
will help solve the relief problems. 
Olson points to the success of the 
Scandinavian cooperatives and says 
they have never had a fair chance 
in California. 

While these  proauction-for-use 
units may cost more to start than 
present relief, successful operation 
would result in an eventual lowering 
of expenses. Some legislators are 
skeptical of their success because cf 
sub-standard personnel involved and 
the loss of capable workers to pri- 
vate industry. 

Another Olson goal is the consoli- 
dation of the state relief adminis- 
tration with the social welfare de- 
part. Enabling legislation was passed 
at the last election. 


The pension question received im- | 


petus from the 1,140,000 persons 
who voted for the $30-Every-Thurs- 
day pension and focused national 
attention on California. The social 
welfare department is now paying 
out more than $4,000,000 monthly 
to slightly less than 125,000 needy 
elderly citizens over 65 years of age, 
an average of about $32 each, The 
assembly defeated a $50 pension 
plan at the 1937 session but even 
larger proposals can be expected at 
the coming session. 

A visible demonstration of the 
pension “army” has been promised 
the legislature by promoters of the 
California pension plan, who spon- 
sored the $30-Every-Thursday ini- 
tiative. They said a mass migration 
of oldsters will converge on the cap- 
itol Jan. 2 for Olson’s inauguration 
and demand adequate pensions. 
Special trains have beeen arranged 
to make the trip from Los Angeles, 
it is said. 

Pension leaders declared Olson 
was elected by the pension vote and 
threatened recalls would be insti- 
tuted if he failed to give them a 
“streamlined” $25-every-week pen- 
sion.

be increased, with a small majority 
favoring a national system and 
others proposing state taxes for the 
extra revenue. The senate voted 
two-to-one for more pensions but 
was undecided how to finance them. 

Change in the unemployment re- 
serves act seems almost inevitable, 
if the survey proves accurate. Both 
senators and assemblymen were al- 
most unanimous in suggesting var- 
ious changes to give the unemploy- 
ed quicker and larger benefits from 
the large reserve fund which is pil- 
ing up under the present system 
Elimination of employe contribu- 
tions was the chief change favored, 
while a heavy vote also was cast 
for reduction of contributions ob 
both employe and employer. 

An increase of weekly benefits 
(now $7 to $15) and payment after 
two weeks layoff (instead of five) 
received a divided vote. It is con- 
ceded generally the present plan has 
defects and Olson’s trouble-shooters 
are already at work with suggested 
revisions.
